England vs. South Africa. 


[COMMUNICATION] 


There is a singular sense of irre- 


sponsibility with reference to any 
evil, providing the seat of its action 
is far away. Ttye older ones remember 
how many turned a deui: ea.- to the 
appeals in behalf of the poor slave, 
because slavery was so far away 
"down South." In like manner many 
may regard the movements hi China 
or those of South Africa with indiffer- 
ence, because "oceans roll between," 
yet it is plain with the increasing- 
facilities for inter-communication that 
the "far away" is fast becoming the 
"near-by." 
As a proof of this, Rev. 


Herman Van Brockhinzer, a leading 
minister of Pretoria, has been address- 
ing large audiences of the Dutch 
churches of Chicago, and through 
them is fast extending a deep interest 
iu the dreadful war maintained by the 
British in South Africa. 
While at 


present we are as spectators, yet see- 
ing always involves preparation for 
action. We first knowing are thereby 
prepared sooner or later for action. 


"A year ago," says the Literary 


Digest "the British war office admitted 
the loss of 40,000 men, exclusive of 
those in hospitals and those who were 
invalided home." The British govern- 
ment is silent on this and kindred 
figures. The admitted loss then was 
40,000; 100,000 garrisoned the territory 
occupied; the number aent to South 
Africa was according to official state- 
ment 220,000; where are the missing 
50,000? 
Great Britain has already 


lost (a year ago) forty per cent of the 
army raised for this war, or about 
90,000, and the war is far from ended. 


Now let Mr. Brockhinzer speak. He 


is asked, "What do yon base your 
hopes upon?" "Why are you confident 
of final success?" His reply is on 
opening- a letter just received from 
Pretoria from a member of his church. 


"The treatment of our women and 


children in those awful •concentrado 
camps is arousing deep hostility to the 
English. 
Then we are doing much 


more fighting than the censors permit 
the world to hear about. In the mouth 
qf June the British lost 4,800 men. The 
cost of the war is beginning to tell on 
the British public. 
The statement 


made by Lord Stanley, financial sec- 
retary of the war office, on August 2, 
was that the total cost from April 1 to 
July 31, was f 178,750,750, or nearly a 
million and a half per day. Our men 
can fight. Gen. White's army of 9000 
was shut up at Ladysmith by 3,000 
Boers, and at Modder river the Boers 
only had one to ten of the British. 
Children and women can fight as well 
as men. And ubove all, while they 
feel that it is a desperate struggle and 
a desperate situation, they yet are 
filled with devout faith and hope in 
God, and have an unshaken hope of 
final victory." 


Now, 
wnatever may be the right or 


wrong, on this side or that, one thing 
is evident, that the British govern- 
ment (paradoxical as it may sound) is 
too weak to let go, while the Boers 
fighting for very life are nerved to 
desperation, 
None but a third party 


of intervention, seeking the welfare of 
both Boer and British, can end this 
desperate struggle. 


Two political parties have existed in 


England for the last century, one 
known as the Tory, the other has been 
more or less divided into several 
camps. 
The former was character- 


istically represented by Disraeli, the 
latter by Gladstone. The former acted 
under the motto "might makes right," 
the latter always acted under the 
grander idea that right makes might. 
Beneath the former, withovit counting- 
the cost (as in the Revolutionary war) 
this struggle was precipitated, count- 
ing that a bold strike would terrorize 
the Boers and quickly gain its ends, 
but Toryism is now being ventilated 
as never before, while the whole world 
is brought to look on and to award it» 
judgement for law and order in what- 
ever form there may be to be cast.

ATTACKED BY A SHARK 


Terrible Mishap to «n American Sailor 


who Lota • Leg 


Washington.—Admiral 
Kempff has 


forwarded to the Navy DepartmWt an 
official report, thrilling In Us details 
of the biting off of the leg of Qarter- 
master 8. McKle, tbtrd-clasB, of th« 
gunboat Annapolis, by a sharK or 
other mammoth sea monster. 


The Annapolis has been stationed 


of late at Hollo and, on June 24 lart, 
a party was sent, out for rifle target 
practice. Commander Rohrer In com- 
mand of the Annapolis, statea that 
permission was given to several of the 
men to go swimming while the othert 
were engaged In firing. Two of the 
men had been In for some time when 
McKle joteed them, asking If they had 
been able to touch 
bottom. 
Being 


answered in the negative, he made a 
dive, and was gone for several sec- 
onds. 


One of the seamen say he heard a 


gurgling sound beneath the water. A 
moment later McKie appeared on the 
surface and shouted "Shark, shark." 
The surface of the water was covered 
with blood near where he came up. 
McKie started to swim, and although 
crippled, reached the boat and was 
pulled In by his companions. A hor- 
rible sight met their eyes, the quar- 
termaster's leg having been bitten off 
near the knee. With all dispatch he 
was taken 
aboard 
the 
AnnapollS, 


where the surgeon fond it necessary to 
amputate the limb between the knee 
and hip. 


The surgeon In his report states that 


while the accident was not In the line 
of duty, it was Incident to the service. 
Adlmral Kcmpff, however, In indors- 
ing the papers holds that as Quarter- 
master McKie had received permis- 
sion from the officer in charge to go 
in bathing, the .accident occurred in 
the line of duty. Under these circum- 
stances the 
crippled 
quartermaster 


will probably receive a pension.

The sun's surface is known to be sub-

",ho\v markedly characteristic varieties 
of form dependent also upon the sun- 
spot period. 
So one of the principal 


efforts of scientists of late years has 
been to obtain pictures of the corona 
with as much detail as possible. 


A remarkable discovery by Captain 


II. P. Deasy, In the Kuenluu Moun- 
tains, Is that of a species of marine 
plant, called grasswrack, at an eleva- 
tion of 10,500 feet, more than 10,000 feet 
higher 
than 
the summit of Mount 


Washington.' The plants were not 
growing, but were found, TUtli t.helr 
leaves and fruit, deposited in a bed ten 
or twelve feet thick, which was cov- 
ered and Interspersed with strata of 
blue clay. The explanation offered is 
that the deposit once formed part of the 
bottom of a salt lake. 


Mr. Beddard, of the London Zoologi- 


cal Society, calls attention to u peculiar- 
ity of the ears of tigers which he thinks 
may be classed under the head of "pro- 
tective markings." On the back of 
each ear i» a u-ry bright white spot, 
and when the ears are directed for- 
ward these spots are conspicuous from 
the front.

Greeley'ii Awful Writing.

photographs of the moon ns n whole, 
and not to particular craters or regions.

Before that 
reduction the price wns 3 cents for a 
half-ounce. ' The reduction was to 2 
cents. 
The tiny JJ-cent postage went 


into effect people throughout the bind 
began writing letters In greater num- 
ber. I do not remember thnt the year 
following the reduction showed any 
perceptible difference In the volume of 
mall bandied in the rnilwny service, 
but I do know there wns n gradual 
Increase every year after that time and 
In recent years the Increase has been 
enormous. 


"To cut the price of sending a letter j 


through the mails to 1 cent will mean j 
to swell the volume of letters all out | 
of proportion to the present number j 
that people are writing. It will cause 
a new age of letter writing, both in 
business and private correspondence. 
One of the bugbears of tbo railway- 
mail service now' is the circular-busi- 
ness letter thnt commercial houses nnd 
corporations of nil kinds send out. The 
letters are unsealed, carelessly address- 
ed, ami nre tedious for postal clerks to 
handle. With 1-cent postage I believe 
the old business circular will become 
a thing of the past."

The cosb of maintenance 
of the families of all burghers in the 
field who have not surrendered by Sep- 
tember 16 shall be recoverable from 
such burghers and shall be a charge 
upon their property removable and 
Immovable in'the two colonies."
